This copy of Hakluyt is one of the only three remaining in private 
hands in which the precious map is found. The fact that it is here 
bound up in the third volume, and that the book is in its original 
binding, proves that this work was not completed till the year 1600. 

Mr. Coote, in his excellent edition of the Voyages of John Davis, has 
proved that the “ New Map ” was the work of Edward Wright (the 
author of the Errors in Navigation) assisted by Hakluyt himself (and 
perhaps by Davis). He admits that Emmeric Mollineux may have 
done the technical artistic work, but shows that the globe promised 
by Hakluyt in his 1589 book as then in process of construction by 
Mollineux, is not to be confounded with the New Map. 

The reason of the extraordinary rarity of this Map is probably to 
be found in the likelihood that it was used by navigators and perished 
by frequent handling. Its unique importance as being far and away 
superior to every map of the world that had as yet made its appearance, 
and superior even to most of those which followed it for the better 
part of a century, will be recognised by every one who has the chance 
of examining it; but the rarity of the sheet, and the fewness even of 
the existing facsimiles, will throw a difficulty in the student’s way. 

The Voyage to Cadiz which occupied the last seven leaves of Vol. I 
was suppressed by authority. The present copy does not of course 
comprise it, since it remained in the publisher’s hands till the 
completion of the map. Those seven leaves are only to be found in 
copies issued before the map. 

Of the twelve copies existing (three of them in the British Museum, 
six in other public libraries, and three in private hands) nine have an 
eight-line inscription in a cartouche added in a space near Magellan’s 
Straits, stating that thoso “ streights . . seem to be nothing els but 
broken land ...” The remaining three (one of them in the B. M., 
one in America, and one as above described in my possession) are 
without that inscription, being in fact the earlier issue of the map. 

The Hakluyt with the Hydrographical Map is consequently a 
greater prize for the collector of geographical rarities than any of the 
earlier documents of its kind. There is probably no map so rare, and 
there is certainly none of such importance. A further interest attaches 
to it as being, in all likelihood, the very map alluded to in 
Shakespeare’s Twelfth Night, in Maria’s description of Malvolio— 

“ He doth smile his face into more lynes then is in the new Mappe 
with the augmentation of the Indies.” The identification of this 
allusion is another of the many services that Mr. Coote has rendered 
to literaiy history.

An article of extreme interest, probably prepared for presentation to the Council 
in London at the time when Smith and others were exploring the regions between 
Northern Virginia and Canada, which were soon to be called New England. The 
map is drawn in the style of a chart On a line down the centre the latitudes are 
marked, extending from 67 N. L. to 10 S. L. From C. Feare, where the first English 
name begins above the Spanish possessions in Florida, we meet as we look upwards 
C. Haterask , C. Hennery , C. Charles, on the coast; with Secatta , Desamage (or 
Desawage), and James Town inland. Above them is C. de Aressifes , which appears to 
be near the mouth of the Hudson; a little cluster of many islets occupies the place of 
Long Island ; on the inland of Massachusetts is a name I cannot read, and about the 
place where Boston now stands are the words Westrnbay, east of which is C. Kod . 
The name of Canada is marked on the present New Brunswick*; Nova Scotia bears 
no name ; the St. Lawrence is marked R. de Canada; Newfoundland is called New 
Land. The scale is “ A skale of one Hundreth Leagues ” [to the inch]. 

On the back of the map is some defaced writing—“ attd . . . you forthwith Johns 
Map farewell ”; and crosswise “ Lord Mater ” ; from which we may infer that the 
person who was then in possession of “ John's Map ” (a map which is easily shown to 
be dateable in 1609 or 1610 at the latest) sent it either for presentation or inspection 
to Henry Earl of Manchester at some time after 1626 and before 1642.

The work 
is particularly interesting for its map—to which, by reason of its correctness and fulness 
of detail, no previous map is in any way comparable—and for its short dictionary or 
“ Nomenclator,” occupying five pages at the end, which takes precedence of all the 
linguistic labora of Eliot, Roger Williams and others. Owing to the folding of the sheets 
a few catchwords are missing, still the copy may be described as fine and healthy.

From the collection of Warren Hastings. 

Accompanied by the original letter of presentation from Mrs. 

Hastings to Sir John Reade, in which she describes them as “ Indian 
paintings . . . sixteen of the best in my possession.” 

There are sixteen lines of large folio cardboard covered with gilt 
and painted patterns (of beasts, birds, trees, flowers, etc.) on the 
margins and having, framed within them, the sixteen pages of writing 
on one side, and the sixteen pages of Miniatures on the other.

8. Six lines of Persian poetry signed by “Ali al-K&tib in the 
year 947.” 

9. Six lines of Persian verse. 

10. Four Miniatures: two princesses and two men. One of these 
male figures is a portrait painted with extraordinary skill and truth, 
not less vigorous and full of character art than any of the portraits 
done by Titian or Vandyke. 

11. Four Miniatures : a lady smoking nearly naked on the edge 
of her bath, an attendant behind; a lady seated in a gilt chair, raising 
a small vase to her mouth or nostrils; a curious picture of four 
jugglers under a tree, one of them (who wears a plumed European 
hat) teaching a dog to sit up; a lady walking in full attire, but 
raising her skirts over freely. 

12. Eighteen lines of Persian verse. 

13. Four lines of Persian verse; with the signature of Mir ‘Ali. 

14. A large and splendid painting of an out-door entertainment, 
with landscape ; comprising forty-eight distinct figures, male and 
female, all in varied movements and attitudes and full of individual 
character. 

15. A large and fine picture representing an indoor entertainment 
in a pavilion, through the open arches of which a river is seen and a 
green landscape beyond, with the Taj Mahal in the distance; with 
thirty-three figures. 

16. Six lines of Persian poetry. 

17. Four lines of Persian verse; with the signature of ‘Abdur- 
rahim ‘ibarin-kalam. 

18. A festival; containing seven male figures and twenty-two 
females, with a landscape and a palace in the distance. 

19. Ladies standing on the marble steps which lead into a garden, 
with glasses in their hands, one of the three pouring out drink from a 
flask. Bright birds are near, and the open pavilion behind exhibits a 
table with fruit and flasks. 
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20 A Quatrain in Persian; with the signature of ‘Ali the Katib 
as-Sult&ni. 

21. Six lines of Persian verse ; with the signature of Muhammad 
Murad. 

22. A large picture, with a prince reclining on a couch under a 
pavilion, four women standing in various positions in the chamber; 
while the full moon shines in through the open front of the court. 

23. A Persian Ruba‘iya. 

24. Picture of a combat between a Prince on horseback and two 
warriors on foot; one of the latter being already smitten headless to 
the ground; four women at some distance behind; a river and 
landscape darkening beneath the sunset in the distance. 

25. A mounted warrior with three armed attendants on foot, 
upon the green bank of a river, which flows towards the front; in 
the background a number of wooded hills, and beneath them in the 
middle distance a bridge and a town. This is a fine picture. 

26. Eight Persian verses ; with the signature of Hidayatullah, the 
zarin-rakam (gold-writer) and the date of a.h. 1111. 

27. Six lines in Persian; with the signature of *Ali al-Kdtib. 

28. A large picture of a splendidly caparisoned horse being shod ; 
one man holds the bridle, another supports the raised foot of the 
animal, and a third hammers in the nails. The background is 
plain gold. 

29. Another picture of the same subject on a smaller scale; a 
green landscape and a blue sky in the background.

argent. In 1503 he was made a Cardinal, and under the title of 
Cardinal de Clermont, added the Clermont-Lodfcve escutcheon to his 
hereditary one. Ciacconius gives only the Clermont bearings, but 
mentions the older arms in his text. 

Several of the Saints’ names in the Calendar show the Southern 
character of the service to which the Breviary was to be applied. 

There are few existing specimens of this kind of work, whether in 
private hands or in public collections, so lavishly and brilliantly 
lUustrated as the present MS. The number of miniatures is just ten 
times as large as we usually find in books of this character.
